Head’s Proposal Gains Additional Support 


From Members of

Anti-Slum Group, 
on Civic Needs. 


The proposal of Walter W. Head, 
chairman of the Anti-Slum Com- 
mission, for a city bond issue of 
$7,500,000 to $10,000,000 to acquire 
sites for mass housing projects, re- 
ceived the personal indorsement 
today of six of the eight regular 
members of the City Plan Commis- 
sion, whose interest is in general 
city planning. 

Of the nine other members of 
the Anti-Slum Commission, two in- 
dorsed Chairman Head's sugges- 
tion, two gave approval with reser- 
vations, two could not be reached, 
one suggested further study be- 
fore making an indorsement in de- 
tail, one was unfamiliar with the 
proposal and one declined to com- 
ment. 

Further indorsement of the pro- 
posed bond issue, which was out- 


lined in detail in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, came from the prin- 


cipal officers of the General Coun- 
cil on Civic Needs. 

Joseph A, McClain Jr., general 
counsel for the Wabash Railroad 
and chairman of the City Plan 
Commission, headed the indorse- 
ments of the bond issue by mem- 
bers of his group. 

It has been the feeling of our 
members that some method of pro- 
viding the sites must be devised 
in order to stimulate the housing 
program,” McClain said, “Whether 
the ground is acquired through 
bond issue or other means, it 
must be provided to make the 
housing projects economically 
feasible. Chicago has approached 
the problem in that manner, rais- 
ing a large sum for site acquisi- 
tion as the initial step, and I feel

New Pevely, Si. Louis 
Rates in Most Cases 
Cancel Rise Consumer 
Group Opposed. 


Pevely Dairy Co, and St. Louls 
Dairy Co, announced reductions in 
the retail and wholesale prices of 
their milk today, following a 
three-day buyers’ strike called last 
week by the St. Louis Consumer 
Federation. 

The reductions, in most cases, 
canceled the 1-cent price increases 
put into effect last week by the 
dairies and which had been the 
basis for the strike protest. : 
Effective tomorrow, the Grade A 
retail price of St. Louis Dairy milk 
will drop 1 cent, to 21.5 cents a 
quart, while Pevely will go down 
one-half cent, to 22. 

Half-galions of St. Louis Dairy 
milk will sell for 41 cents, a 2-cent 
drop, and Pevely’s half-gallons will 
be 42 cents, down 1 cent, 
There were corresponding de- 
creases in the price of homogen- 
dairies, 
New Gallon Containers, 
In addition to the price reduc- 
tions, both dairies announced they 
are putting on the retail market a 
new package, 
which will lower the cost of milk 
per quart considerably. Both 
dairies will sell Grade A milk in 
the gallon bottle at 80 cents, 
The dairies lowered their price 
of Grade A and homogenized milk 
in paper containers, sold only at 
wholesale, by 1 cent a quart. The 
new prices are approximately the 
same as those charged by Adams 
Dairy, Inc., a newcomer in the 
dairy industry here, for its carton- 
packaged milk. 

The new prices were announced 
by Alex Kerckhoff, vice president 
of the Pevely Dairy Co., and B. 
M. Lide Jr., president of St. Louis 
Dairy. The St. Louls Dairy an- 
nouncement followed that made 


Kerckhoff refused to comment 
on the reason for the price reduc- 
tion. Arthur Kerckhoff, president 
of the dairy, and two other broth- 
ers, Elmer and Richard Kerckhoff, 
vice presidents of the company, 
are in Bermuda for a milk deal- 
ers’ convention, 

Arthur Kerckhoff told the Post- 

Dispatch last Thursday that the 
buyers’ strike had caused milk re- 
turned by the dairy’s drivers to 
jump to about four times normal. 
The Consumer Federation had 
urged customers to cancel their de- 
liveries during the period of the 
strike.

Lands Act, the measure will be 
transmitted soon by Krug to the 
Speaker of the House and the 
President Pro Tempore of the 
Senate in accordance with the Su- 
preme Court’s ruling giving the 
Federal Government paramount 
rights of ownership to the so- 
called “tidelands,” and calling for 
establishment of a legislative pol- 
icy for the area.

This bill must compete in the 
legislative chambers with a quit- 
claim measure which would re- 
verse the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion, if enacted, and give away 
the valuable mineral resources of 
the marginal sea.

In making its decisions on lease 
applications, the commission 
would take into consideration a 
number of important factors, in- 
cluding (a) the extent to which 
lease operations would facilitate 
or impede the national defense, 
(b) military and civilian oil and 
gas requirements, (c) immediate 
and long-range need for explora- 
tion and development, (d) the ex-

BAGHDAD, Feb. 4 (UP)—The 
Iraq cabinet tonight rejected the 
British-Iraq treaty signed last 
month in England which touched 
off widespread rioting in this 
country.

CUT IN BUDGET 


Acts as Truman Is Said to 
Plan to Ask for Billion 


More for Foreign Aid, 
Including China, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (AP)— 
A Senate-House subcommittee 
voted today to seek a congres- 
sional pledge to cut $2,500,000,000 
from President Truman's $39,700,- 
000,000 budget for the fiscal year 
starting July 1. 

Chairman Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, told reporters the sub- 
committee was informed by Sen- 
ator George (Dem.), Georgia, that 
Truman planned to ask Congress 
for an additional appropriation of 
about one billion dollars for for- 
eign aid. This would include aid 
for China, Bridges said. 

The Administration already has 
asked for $6,800,000,000 to finance 
the European recovery plan for 
the first 15 months of operation. 

Bridges said that, since the ex- 
tra one billion for foreign aid is 
an appropriation figure and not 
necessarily an expenditure for 
fiscal 1949, it could not properly 
be added to the President’s budget 
total. 

He said the presidential budget 
estimate probably would have to 
be increased $600,000,000 to 
cover the expense of a Civil Serv- 
ice retirement plan and an in- 
crease in veterans benefits already 
voted by both houses of Congress. 

Bridges said the subcommittee 
also eed that $2,600,000,000 
should paid on the national 
debt during the next fiscal year. 
That is about 1 per cent of the 
total debt. 

He said also that the budget 
cut and debt payment targets are 
based on an estimate that tax 
revenues will amount to $47,300,- 


final passage a bill authorizing

Party politics were sidetracked 
as Republicans and Democrats 
alike approved the bill on perfec~ 
tion despite a warning by Repub- 
lican Floor Leader R. J. King Jr.

need. 

King asserted State Welfare Di- 
rector M. Carter had estimated 
that the measure would add 10,000 
to 12,000 persons to the rolls and 
cost the state an additional 32, 
000,000 to $3,000,000 a year. 

Pointing out that 1048-49 appro- 
priation bills passed yesterday by 
the House exhausted all but 6600, 
000 of the state's anticipated rev- 
enues for the new fiscal year. 
King said he doubted if the Legis- 
lature would be willing to increase 
taxes at this time to finance the 
added costs under the bill. 

“We should tighten the law in- 
stead of continually trying to open 
up the rolls and penalize the 
poor men and women who are in 
actual need of their pensions and 
have barely enough now to get 
along,” King said. “If we are go- 
ing to be sincere and honest in 
this, let’s give the money only to 
those who deserve and need it.” 

Under the present law, appli- 
cants residing with relatives able 
to support them are ineligible for 
old age pensions. Sponsors of the 
bill said the law had forced elderly 
persons to move away from rela- 
tives and live in “chicken coops 
and barns” so they could qualify 
for pensions, 

The bill, backed by Representa- 
tive Milton F. Duvall of Clarks- 
ville and 21 other House members, 
would prohibit the welfare divi- 
sion from considering the income 
in the home in which the applicant 
lives in determining the eligibility 
of the applicant, The only deduc- 
tion that could be made in the 
pension would be the amount 
which would have been paid for 
rent if the applicant lived away 
from relatives. 

Duvall argued the bill actually 
would save money because recip- 
lents now living alone to qualify 
for pensions could live with rela- 
tives in greater comfort and at 
less cost to the state. 

King refuted that contention, 
saying> “I can’t imagine a lot of 
sons and daughters forcing their 
fathers and mothers to live in 
hovels just for a measly $35 a 
month.”

The United States Government, 
the paper declares, “considers it 
necessary to state that in its 
view, the actions of the Romanian 
Government recited in this note 
r- ke it clear that there have not 
existed, and do not now exist, in 
Rom: la those human rights and 
fundamental freedoms which the 
Romanian Government is obligat- 
ed by the treaty of peace to se- 
cure to all persons under its 
jurisdiction.” 

The Romanian Government was 
charged with violating its solemn 
pledges in the peace treaty of 
February 1947, and with repeated 
contraventions of the agreements 
of Yalta, Potsdam and the Mos- 
cow conference of foreign min- 
isters in December 1945, The note 
was delivered Monday by United 
States Minister Rudolf K. Schoen- 
feld to the Romanian Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, Copies were sent 
to the British and Soviet chiefs of 
mission in Bucharest, with a re- 


quest for their respective com- 
ments, 

The note records than in Janu- 
ary, 1946, the Romanian Govern- 
ment made a written declaration 
of its intention to abide by the 
Moscow agreement, but began al- 
most at once to subvert these in- 
ternational commitments in favor 
of universal suffrage, early elec- 
tions by secret and unhampered 
ballot, and freedom of the press, 
speech, religion and assembly. 

Throughout 1946, it is charged, 
the Romanian Government stead- 
lly violated the spirit and letter of 
its pledges.

The company had agreed to this 
write-down of original cost of its 
plant, somewhat reluctantly, to 
conform to findings by account- 
ants of the commission and the 
Federal Power Commission, which | 
joined in the investigation. | 

The original cost figure fixed by 
the commission is not a base for 
ratemaking but is the principal | 
element in determination of a val- 
uation for ratemaking, under the 
commission’s original cost policy 
of utility valuation. 

In determining a new rate base 
for Union Electric, which the com- 
mission will add to the. original 
cost finding an allowance for 
working capital, an allowance for 


materials and supplies, and any al- 


lowance it might make for going 
value, 

The original cost figure would 
be adjusted downward, in a valua- 
tion for rate-making by the 
amount of property found to be 
not used and useful in the public 
service. Rates are not immediately 
involved in the proceeding but will 
be considered later. 

The Missouri Commission, in 
initiating its inquiry in July, 1945, 
directed its staff to make an in- 
vestigation that would enable the 
commission to determine the orig- 
inal cost of the property and the 
reasonableness of the company’s | 
rates, 

Union Electric has made two 
rate reductions since the inquiry 
stated, one in May, 1946 and the 
other last June, amounting to 
about $1,294,000 a year. 

Increased operating costs of the 
company, including higher wages 
and increased costs of materials 
and supplies, may preclude the 
possibility of any substantial rate 
reduction in the near future, it 
was learned. 

The commission has indicated.

Improvement in the electric 
power situation here was reported 
today by Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri, which found its gen- 
erating capacity taxed by peak 
consumption yesterday. 

Somewhat warmer weather dur- 
ing the morning made it possible 
to divert steam used for heating 
downtown buildings, while home 
consumption of electricity 
dropped. A company spokesman 
emphasized that the need for con- 
serving power remained, how- 
ever. 

When consumption reached 797,- 
000 kilowatts about 11 a.m, yester- 
day, an overload was threatened, 
and large users of electricity were 
asked to reduce their consumption 


as much as possible. Employes at 
the City Hall and the Municipal 
Courts Building -were sent home 


at 4:30 p.m. No need for such 


The company spokesman said 
Tuesday is normally the peak day 
for electrical consumption, appar- 


ently because of the large number 
of women who iron on that day. 
Yesterday, however, the demand 
did not taper off at noon, aa it 
usually does. Consumption was 
unusually high because of the 
dark day, he added. :

Lessees of such unknown and 
unexplored areas would pay “rent” 
to the United States of 25 cents | 
an acre a year during the fourth 
lease year (no rent prior to the 
fourth year) and 50 cents an acre |! 
annually for every lease year 
thereafter. On discovery of oil or 
gas, the lessee would pay a roy- 
alty to the Government of not less 
than 12% per cent of the amount 
or value of the oil and gas, and in 
any event not less than one dollar | 
per acre a Year, in lieu of rental 
after discovery. 
With respect to the leasing of 
submerged lands within known 
producing areas, but which are 
not yet under active production, 
the act provides again that the 
secretary of the interior may grant 
leases to applicants bidding the 
highest “bonus” per leasing unit 
a type of competitive bid arrange- 
ment. 
For such lands leasing units 
cannot exceed 2560 acres. Each 
‘lease, the act states, shall be for 
five years “and so long thereafter 
as oil or gas is produced in pay- | 
ing quantities.“ N 
| After five years, if oil or gas is 
not being produced in paying 
quantities, but if drilling opera- 
tions are being “dilligently prose- 
| cuted,” the lease can be continued 
for an additional two years “and 
‘so long thereafter” as the petro- 
leum or gas is produced profit- 
Jably. On such leases, the United 
States would receive toyalties of 
not less than 12% per cent of the 
amount or value of the produc- 
tion, at the option of the Interior 
Secretary. This is one-eighth of 
the production, the same royalty 
basis now employed under the fed- 
eral mineral leasing act for opera- | 
tions on dry land. 

Government Safeguards. 


Although the act thus sets no 
time limit for the operation of 
tuch “hitherto undeveloped but 
| promising areas, so long as oil or 
| gas is produced in paying quanti- 
ties,” Govérnment spokesmen told | 
the Post-Dispatch the interests of 
the nation are adequately safe- 
/ guarded in other sections. | 

Specifically they cited a provi- | 
sion, with respect to all gub- 
merged lands, vesting authority in 
the Interior Secretary to suspend 
or terminate any lease on rec- 
ommendation of the Secretary of 
| National Defense during war or 
any national emergency declared 
by Congress or the President, 

The act also provides that every 
federal lease must contain a 
clause giving the Interior Secre- 
tary authority to “alter or modify 
from time to time the rate of 
prospecting and development and 
the quantity and rate of produc- 
tion” in the interest of national 
defense or the public welfare. 

A limitation of 128,000 acres is 
placed on leasing units, of which 
not more than 30,720 acres may | 
be held under so-called “produc- | 
ing” leases, or those for actual | 
production of oil and gas as dis- 
tinguished from exploration.

Invited to Dinner by Writers. 


And now the Moscow writers 
union asked us to a dinner, and 
this frightened us, for here would 
be all of the intellectuals, all of 
the writers whom Stalin has called 
“the engineers of the Russian 
soul.” It was a kind of a terrify- 
ing prospect. 

The speeches at this dinner were 
long and complicated. Most of the 
people at the table had some 
language besides Russian, either 
English, or French, or German.

He shook his finger in 
his colleague’s face, and told him

Simonov instantly backed Ehren- 
burg, and denounced the first 
speaker, who defended himself 
feebly.

LUTONIUM, according to 

Webster, was anciently regard- 

ed as an entrance to the in- 
fernal regions. It is also an ele- 
ment which is essential to atomic 
bombs. It was identified definite- 
ly and its chemical properties were 
first explored in 1940 by a group 
of young men who then were all 
less than 35 years old. 

Two of those men who explored 
the infernal regions are now at 
Washington University. Joseph 
William Kennedy, now 31 years 
old, is professor of chemistry; Ar- 
thur C. Wahl, 30, is an associate 
professor of chemistry. With four 
other young atomic scientists, they 
were rounded up in 1946 from the 
Manhattan Project’s Los Alamos 
(N.M.) laboratory by Dean of Fac- 
ulties J. C. Stearns to bolster the 
university’s chemistry department. 

Kennedy, who was leader of the 
chemistry and metallurgy division 
at Los Alamos, is a tall Texan 
with a frank, easy, relaxed man- 
ner and a musical voice. A native 
of Nacogdoches, a town near 
Shreveport, La., as Texas dis- 
tances go, he is a product of the 
South, not of the western cattle 
country, 

Los Alamos and its wartime di- 
rector, J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
have left him with the habit, a 
trademark among Los Alamos 
scientists, of invariably using 
“this” in sentences in which other 
people would use “that” or “it,” 
He is so accustomed to this that 
he is surprised when it is pointed 
out to him. Then he explains, 
“This is because of our high re- 
gard for Oppie.” 

In the study of atomic fission, 
the line separating physics from 
chemistry ig virtually non-existent. 
Kennedy, like his students in his 
course on radiochemistry, is not 
always sure whether he is a phys- 
icist or a chemist, 


Majored in Chemistry, 

The confusion began when he 
first started graduate work. He 
majored in chemistry during his 
undergraduate days at Stephen 
F. Austin State Teachers College, 
a school in Nacogdoches with 
about 600 students, because there 
wasn’t any physics department. 
When he received his A.B. degree 
in 1935, he had compiled a 
straight-A record, except for B's 
in courses in rural sociology and 
modern drama, 

He entered the University of 
Kansas as a graduate student in 
chemistry, There he worked on 
the chemistry of acetic acid, al- 
though, as he explained to a some- 
what annoyed — professor, 
he was more interested in nuclear 
physics, 

He. received a master’s degree 
from Kansas in 1937 and, moving 


up through what he described as 
the University of California's farm 
system, he went to Berkeley. At 
California he worked on the chem- 
istry of Element 43, an ‘element 
which does not otcur in nature, 
and se ted by chemical means 
isomeric compounds of the element 
tellurium, a considerable accom- 
plishment at the time. Nuclear 
isomers were nuclei which have 
the same constituents but exist in 
different. energy levels. 

The announcement of atomic fis- 
sion was published in 1939, the 
year he received his Ph.D. degree. 
Kennedy. immediately began re- 
search in the field, A year later,

joined forces with Wahl, then a 
23-year-old graduate student work- 
ing for his Ph.D. 


Wahl is a slim, earnest, sober 
man whose glasses cover deep 
circles under his eyes. A native 
of Des Moines, Ia., he was gradu- 
ated from Iowa State College at 
Ames before going to California 
in 1939. Like Kennedy, he has 
not been teaching long enough to 
have acquired a professorial air, 
and he discusses his work in a 
conversational manner. He, too, 
uses the Los Alamos this.“ 


In 1940, Wahl and Kennedy be- 
gan working with Glenn T. Sea- 
borg and Emilio Segre on the 
properties of Element 93, a radio. 
active relative of uranium which 
had just been discovered by Ed- 
win M. McMillan. They soon iden- 
tified an isotope of Element 94, 
plutonium 238. The new elements, 
whose existence had been sus- 
pected for several years, were 
named neptunium and plutonium 
respectively because their rela- 
tion to uranium, element 92, in 
the atomic table is the same as 
the relation in the solar system 
of the planets Neptune and Pluto 
to Uranus. 


Detective Story Logic. 

“The method of finding these 
things,” Kennedy said in a neat 
exercise of detective story logic, 
“is like solving a murder. You 
go into all the alibis and prove 
what it can’t be. Then, after your 
suspicions are aroused and you 
get some more information, you 
know what it is.” 

Kennedy and Wahl give much 
of the credit for the discovery of 
plutonium to McMillan. After 
McMillan found neptunium, he 
knew how to get plutonium and 
had started the process when he 
suddenly was summoned to Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology 
to work on radar. McMillan got 
on a train, Kennedy said, and the 
others found, plutonium. 

Plutonium was made by bom- 
barding uranium with various par- 
ticles, in a cyclotron, The total 
amount they had to work with 
was far too small to see, because 
of the expense of operating the 
cyclotron for long periods, but it 
was enough to begin an analysis 
of its chemical properties. 

While Wahl separated the plu- 
tonium chemically from the other 
products of the bombardment of 
uranium, Kennedy made measure- 
ments of its properties. Wahl 
couldn't do both,” Kennedy ex- 
plained. “His hands were so con- 
taminated by radiation that the 
instruments would have been re- 
cording the activity of his hands.” 

At the end of 1940, the Cali 
fornia scientists embarked on a 
definite project to prepare plu- 
tonium 2389, the form in which 
the element was used in the 
atomic bombs. 7 

“This was because it was rec- 
ognized as an element likely to be 


when he was 24 years old, he 


fissionable,” Kennedy said. “It 


was discussed in hushed tones be- 
hind closed doors, but none of us 
had any real thought of using it 
in war at this time, Our motiva- 
tion was mostly to obtain infor- 
mation — we knew the Germans 
were working on fission, and we 
wanted to find out how hard or 
easy this was. We weren’t think- 
ing about an atomic bomb, not 
because of moral questions but 
because nobody thought it would 
be practical in a short time.” 


Produced Plutonium. 


The California group produced 
some plutonium 239, just enough 
to detect, and showed that it was, 
in the language of nuclear fission, 
a decayed daughter of neptunium 
239, an isotope which McMillan 
already had identified. An amount 
of plutonium large enough to see 
was not produced until the Wash- 
ington University cyclotron later 
was put to work on the job with 
the cyclotron at California. 

Working with the microscopic 
amounts of the element, Wahl, 
Seaborg and Kennedy found out 
enough about its chemical prop- 
erties to make possible, after fur- 
ther research, its production and 
separation on a large scale. 

The methods used and the in- 
formation gathered never have 
been made public, because of their 
importance in the construction of 
an atomic bomb. Kennedy has an 
additional explanation. “The pa- 
pers on the subject are so unin- 
teresting,” he says, “that nobody 
ever has gone to the trouble of 
taking them out of the safe and 
declassifying them.” 


Kennedy and Wahl are not very 
impressed with their own accom- 
plishments, however. They simply 
applied well-known chemical prin- 
ciples and processes, they say. 
“We were just lucky,” Wahl re- 
marked, “We happened to be in 
the right place at the right time.”

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Dr. Post’s Views 


Three important and timely statements 
about the medical kickback racket are made by 
a distinguished eye physician, Dr. Lawrence T. 
Post of St. Louis, in an editorial from the Amer- 
ican.Journal of Ophthalmology reprinted under 
the cartoon today. They affect the pocketbooks 
of every one who wears glasses or who may wear 
them in the future. 

The article is only secondarily on the sub- 
ject: primarily it deals with the difficulty many 
oculists have in obtaining the services of ethical 
opticians. The article is three years old; yet it 
is being given general currency today for the 
first time. However obscurely it is written, it 
yet provides disclosures about a racket that, 
according to Albert G. Maisel in the Reader's 
Digest, takes some $35,000,000 in hidden, dupll- 
cating doctors’ fees out of the pockets of mil- 
lions of Americans every year. 

Dr. Post's editorial makes these points: 

1. A majority of the eye doctors in the United 
States do not approve the ethical bar against 
kickbacks. (Isn’t it a fair conclusion then that 
many of the majority are accepting kickbacks? 
Eye doctors say the kickback-takers among their 
number in St. Louis are a minority. Whatever 
the proportion, it is well worth while cleaning 
up. And there is evidence that whether the kick- 
back doctors here are few or many, they enable 
optical goods houses to keep prices as high as 
if all doctors were taking kickbacks), 

2. No eye doctor who gets any considerable 
part of his income from the kickback is going to 
give it up. To think otherwise, Dr. Post says, 
would be “ingenuous.” 

3. The American Board of Ophthalmology 
once required candidates to sign an agreement 
not to accept rebates, but gave up the require- 
ment because it was unenforceable. 

As a remedy, Dr. Post suggests that all na- 
tional and local professional societies adopt eth- 
ical principles dealing with kickbacks and make 
a special point of the matter in regard to candi- 
dates for enrollment.” He does not make clear 
what the special point should consist of; but he 
has already said that the most it could consist 
of—a solemn pledge not to take rebates—proved 
meaningless in practice. 

We suggest that there are several things that 
can be done about it. The Better Business Bu- 
reau, the local professional societies and the 
United States Collector of Internal Revenue 
could get their heads together and map out a 
campaign. 

On one front they could move to find out 
whether there are eye doctors who have accepted 
kickbacks which have not shown up on their in- 
come tax returns. If there are any such, they can 
be prosecuted. Apparently the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue in Los Angeles thinks there is 
enough smoke to justify a search for fire, for 
he has joined the Los Angeles Better Business 
Bureau in its kickback investigation. 

At the same time, the professional men and 
the Better Business Bureau could be providing 
the public with information that would help it 
to protect itself from being gouged by rebating 
opticians and rebate-accepting physicians. They 
could tell the public something about what lenses 


and frames ought in reason to cost. They could 


expose everyone they found on both the giving 
and the receiving ends of the racket. 

Perhaps most effective of all, the physicians 
could recommend that their patients go to an 
optical goods dispenser who neither kicks back 
part of his price to the prescribing physician nor 
charges the customer as much as if he did. 

If it is possible to find several such dispensers, 
the physician should recommend several and let 
the patient choose one, for the practice of 
sending a patient to a designated optical goods 
store—or drug store, or laboratory—is a poten- 
tially dangerous practice, and is used in the 
kickback racket. 

These are some of the steps that could be 
taken to protect the public,

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The Legislature Acts 


A long step, though a belated one, has been 
taken by the Missouri Senate toward correction 
of conditions at the State Training School for 
Boys at Boonville. Under the impetus of events 
of the last week, the upper chamber has passed 
a bill which provides for: 

1, Indeterminate sentences for youthful 
offenders. 
2. Transfer of incorrigible boys to penal 


institutions, 
3. Co-operation of other state agencies 


f dealing with education, welfare and health. 


The first provision will make possible the 
equalization of punishment. At present, boys 
committed for the same offense from different 
parts of the state often find gross disparities in 
their sentences. This has made for bad morale 
for years. With an indeterminate sentence, 
there will be incentive to good behavior and 
early consideration for release. 


Transfer of incorrigible boys to penal insti- 
tutions has been a basic need for a long time. 
Yet the Training School Board's hands have 
been tied by statute. Missouri may well be the 
only state in the union where such transfer is 
now prohibited. When the Training School 
Board visited other training schools last year, 
host administrators in other states were amazed 
to find that dangerous boys could not be re- 
moved at the discretion of the Boonville au- 
thorities. 

Close help from the state’s welfare, educa- 
tional and public health services ig also a 
necessity. The Boonville institution is now a 
school. With incorrigibles removed, it will take 
on even more the aspects of a school. This re- 


. quires expansion of the educational program, 


with emphasis on shop and vocational training. 
One of the worst aspects of Boonville has been 
the virtual idleness of many of the boys. It is 
out of this idleness that fights and violence 
have sprung. 

While Gov. Donnelly and legislators argue 
over his powers, it is worth noticing that all 


these recommendations were ma ago by 
the now ousted Training ‘Board and its 
overall director, Louis . Training School 


authorities were ahead of both Governor and 

Legislature. 
Since the Senate passed this bill, 25 to 0, it 

should have an easy time in the House. The 


quicker it is law the better. Missouri is still 
woefully delinquent until Gov. Donnelly’s sig- 
nature is on this overdue legislation. 
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Southwestern Bell Sees the Light 


In response to public pressure, the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co, is materially alter- 
ing its capital structure in the public interest. 
Instead of issuing more high-dividend capital 
stock to the parent corporation, A. T. & T., 
Southwestern Bell will finance the next 
$100,000,000 of its expansion program by issuing 
debentures. . i 

These debentures are expected to yield around 
3 per cent. By contrast, this capital would be 
expected to yield from around 6 to 9 per cent 
if it were obtained by an issue of additional 
stock, The saving to Southwestern Bell, and the 
„oss“ to A. T. & T., may be figured from 
around $3,000,000 to $6,000,000 a year, de- 
pending on the dividend declared. 

This saving will by that much wipe out the 
necessity for higher telephone rates in South- 
western Bell's five-state territory. It will do so, 
at least, if the state public service commis- 
sions apply the theory laid down by the United 
States Supreme Court in Federal Power Com- 
mission vs. the Hope Natural Gas Co, This de- 
cision places chief emphasis on rates which will 
permit a utility to maintain its financial integ- 
rity and attract capital as needed, 

This doctrine has been given great weight 
in recent telephone rate decisions in Wisconsin, 
New Jersey, Tennessee, Georgia and some other 
states. 

A few months ago, Southwestern Bell’s capital 
consisted about 75 per cent of common stock, 
all owned by A. T. & T., and 25 per cent of 
debt (debentures and advances from the parent 
corporation). When the new debentures are 
sold, the ratio will be 38.5 per cent debt capital 
and 61.5 per cent common stock, 

This is a pronounced improvement. But lee- 
way will apparently exist for the issuance of 


more debentures before further resort is had 


to common stock, The burden of expert opinion 
holds that a ratio of 45 per cent of debt capi- 
tal is not too high for a company of this type. 

Both the directors of Southwestern Bell and 
the state regulatory commissions are responsible 
for seeing that the company gets its capital in 
the cheapest form consistent with a safe finan- 
cial structure. 
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A Victory for Free Enterprise 

Free enterprise won out in the quashing of 
the Missouri fair trade bill. This proposal to 
cartelize retail trade in the state was killed by 
the Senate Committee on Criminal Jurispru- 
dence. Retailers still can compete, and they 
can’t be sued by other retailers on account of it. 

The misnamed fair trade bill would have al- 
lowed producers and retailers to get together 
and fix prices. Whenever a single retailer agreed 
to a fixed price, all other retailers would have 
to abide by it. Anyone who competed in price 
would be liable to a suit for damages. This is 
not fair trade, but unfair trade. It is agreement 
not to compete. It deprives the consumer of the 
advantage of shopping for the best price among 
competing retailers. 

Once again the price fixers have been driven 
back, but the fair trade bill is a hardy peren- 
nial. A lot of people stand to make a lot of 
money by it, and Missourians can expect to hear 


from them again.

Niemoeller and De-Nazification 


Whatever the shortcomings of the de-Nazifica- 
tion program in the American zone in Germany, 
Pastor Martin Niemoeller has not hit on the 
means of correction. When he, as president of 
the Evangelical churches in the Henhen-Nassau 
synod, orders pastors under his jurisdiction to 
have no further part in the de-Nazification pro- 
ceedings, Pastor Niemoeller defies the occupa- 
tion authority of the United States. 

The plain fact is that de-Nazification at its 
best is unpleasant and difficult business, beset 
with innumerable problems, It is much easier 
to criticize than to work out a satisfactory plan 
and execute it. The Germans did not like the 
way Americans proceeded with de-Nazification 
and for at least two years this has been a Ger- 
man responsibility, under a law drawn by the 
German Council of State Governments and 
signed by the three German Minister Presidents 
in the American zone, 

If Pastor Niemoeller does not like de-Nazifica- 
tion as now being administered let him propose 
a better system. If he cannot get the Germans 
to act on it, let him take it to Gen. Clay, Gen. 
Clay was a party to the proceedings when the 
Germans assumed responsibility. Gen. Clay knows 
the history of this problem backward and for- 
ward. He will listen to any reasonable complaint. 

Open disobedience by Germans of a plan to 
which the United States is a party would seri- 
ously impair the prestige of the occupying au- 
thority. Pastor Niemoeller should be told and 
told quickly that he is far out of bounds. 
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Blunt Language

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That Southern Revolt 

A group of Southern Democrats are angered 
by President Truman's civil rights program. 
They are threatening to revolt against the party 
leadership. : 

Even if the revolt gained its avowed purpose, 
what would the revolters gain by it? They say 
they hope to prevent either the Democratic or 
the Republican candidate from winning a ma-, 
jority of the electoral college and thus throw 
the election into the House of Representatives. 
What comfort can they expect from a House 
made up of 245 Republicans to 186 Democrats? 

With this new development the Democratic 
party is beset at both extremes. It was already 
in trouble at the extreme left because of Henry 
Wallace’s third party movement, The Southern 
trouble is at the extreme right, The loudest 
noise is being made by some of the most bigoted 
of the Southern delegation in Congress, such as 
Eastland of Mississippi, Cox of Georgia, and 
Maybank of South Carolina. Though it is hard to 
see how the party’s cup of woe could run more 
full, there may be gain along with the loss. De- 
fection of immoderates at both ends of the 
party lineup may attract more support of mod- 
erately-minded voters to the middle,

An Oculist on the Eyeglass Kickback Between Book Ends

St. Louisan says most eye doctors in the U. S. oppose a bar on re- 
bates from the sale of optical goods; those who derive much income 
this way are not likely to give it up for any ethical reasons, he de- 
clares; Board of Ophthalmology repealed a rule against it. 


Dr. Lawrence T. Post in an Editorial in the American Journal of 
Ophthalmology for February, 1945 


One of the most controversial problems 
that has confronted ophthalmologists 
throughout the years and seems today no 
nearer solution than it did 50 years ago is 
how to have the prescription for glasses 
for their patients filled in a satisfactory 
and ethical manner. 

The writer has searched in vain for spe- 
cific statements of policies enacted by the 
House of Delegates of the American Medi- 
cal Association in regard to these matters. 
The ruling cited below applies to rebating 
only, It is enlarged upon in a “Report of 
the Reference Committee on Amendments 
to Constitution and Bylaws” in 1942, p. 70, 
adopted by the House of Delegates, but this 
also fails to refer specifically to the prob- 
lem that concerns the ophthalmologist. 

In Chapter III, Article 1, Section 5, of the 
Principles of Medical Ethics of the Amer 
can Medical Association it is stated, “It is 
unprofessional to accept rebates on pre- 
scriptions or appliances or perquisites from 
attendants who ald in the care of pationts,” 


The Ruling Was Unenforceable 


There should not be a law, nor even a 
rule of ethics, in a democratic country that 
has not the approval of a majority and it 
ia dangerous to have one that is violated 
by the majority, Can it be doubted that the 
present ruling as now generally interpreted 
is in that class? 

It has proved demoralizing to the pro- 
fession to have in effect a ruling that is 
so unpopular that it is not enforced and 
is essentially unenforceable, A definition 
of what exactly constitutes the rebating re- 
ferred to in the Principles of Medical Eth- 
ics is needed, Some means of dispensing 
lenses that are available or can be made 
available to every ophthalmologist should 
be officially sanctioned by the medical pro- 
fession. Nothing but increasing dissensions 
can come from the present uncertainty. 
Therefore, it behooves the leaders in oph- 
thalmology to formulate regulations that 
will cover these cases. 

Would it not be a sound idea for the Execu- 


tive Committee of the Section on Ophthal- 
mology of the American Medical Associa- 
tion to formulate a resolution defining ex- 
actly what practices in regard to dispens- 
ing of optical goods may be ethically en- 
tered into by the members of the section. 
The writer has no desire to see a coat 
of whitewash applied to black practices, 
But he does believe that to declare certain 
procedures unethical and let it go at that 
is not sufficient, but that the positive phase 
of the question should be considered and 
a definitien of what is permitted be given. 


They Won't Give It Up 


The writer is not ingenuous enough to 


believe that anyone who has heretofore had 
a profit from the sale of glasses that has 
constituted an important part of his in- 
come is going to give it up for any ethical 
consideration whatever, But a definition of 
ethical practices might be useful to new- 
comers into the profession who desire to 
follow the precepts they have learned in 
their training. j 

It would be very helpful in ultimately 
rooting out bad practices if every national 
society, and local too, would adopt these 
principles as requirements for membership 
and make a special point of the matter in 
regard to candidates for enrollment. 


The American Board of Ophthalmology 
for many years had all candidates sign an 
agreement not to accept any form of re- 
bate, but this was discontinued because 
it was not possible to follow up the mat- 
ter. Now there is a statement on the atti- 
tude of the board in the matter which the 
candidate must read, 

Continued stressing of ethica by the 
board, even if they think a pledge unde- 
sirable, cannot fail to influence well-edu- 
cated young ophthalmologists who are en- 
tering practice with high ideals and great 
respect for the opinion of the board mem- 
bers. It is not thought that passing new 
directives would bring about utopia, Nor 
is this a police measure, It would, how- 
ever, substitute a guide for a prohibition.

Excellent reports on the displaced per- 
sons from members of Congress and others 
who visited the European camps last year 
have discredited opposition to the reset- 
tlement of a reasonable number here, That 
opposition had its chief basis in the murky 
and mistaken suspicions of American iso- 
lationists. A move by state governments 
to facilitate the resettlement of needed 
farm workers, particularly in the Middle 


West, indicates that opposition on economic 


grounds was likewise baseless. 

There is everything to be said for per- 
mitting a fair share of the displaced per- 
sons to come to our sbores. The United 
States responsibility for leadership toward 
a just and permanent peace requires that 
we offer a solution of the war's gravest 
human problem, Resettlement is now the 
only acceptable solution for the hard core 
of refugees remaining in the displaced per- 
sons camps. 

This country must open its doors if it 
hopes that other nations will open theirs. 
The refugees are, for the most part, people 
this country wants and needs, They hate 
tyranny; they have miraculously maintained 


self-respecting ambition through yearg, of 


’ 


camp life. There are large groups of Poles 
and Balts who cannot return to their 
homelands for fear of persecution. They 
are like the 48 sailing Estonians whose 
plight, following their landing in Miami in 
late 1946, stirred the sympathies of the 
country, Such people still come to our 
shores in their small ships. Twenty-three 
reached Savannah last summer, only to be 
interned on Ellis Island. This group has 
just received permission to enter Canada. 
Ie it not time that the United States opened 
its doors, took such people in? 

It is far more costly to support a barren 
existence for the displaced in camps than 
to permit them to be self-supporting. If 
we are to offer that solutlon—it will be 
to our eternal shame if we do not—the 
offer must be made soon, Some of the 
best of the displaced are filtering off to 
countries which bid for special skills; the 
morale of the others cannot be maintained 
forever in internment camps, We urge 
that Congress speed the action required to 
admit a fair share of those whose loyalty 
to democratic principles is something to

LORD DERBY DIES AT 82: 
BRITISH TURF LEADER 


His Horses Three Times Won 
Classic Race to Which His 
Family Gave Its Name.

PRESCOT, England, Feb. 4 
(UP)—Lord Derby, 82 years old 
one of Britain’s most prominent 
turf figures .whose name was 
synonymous With racing classics, 
died at his home in Knowsley Hall 
here early today. 

He had been in poor health for 

somé time and death was attribut- 
ed to heart weakness brought on 
by a bronchial] infection. Lady 
Derby and his grandson and heir, 
Lord Stanley, were at his bedside 
when he died. 
Born Edward George Villiers 
Stanley, the seventeenth Earl of 
Derby, he was a descendant of a 
noble line created in 1486. He was 
Secretary of State for War dur- 
ing World War I and subsequently 
Am or to France, but he re- 
tired from active politics in 1920 
to devote his time to racing. 

On three occasions his colors 
won the classic race to which his 
family gave its name, the last time 
with Hyperion in 1933. 

As president of the powerful 
Anglo-American Pilgrims’ Society, 
Lord Derby suggested creation of

in London in 1945. The memorial

He entered politics after service 
in the Boer war, during which he 
was twice mentioned in dispatches.

“Roosevelt Passports.” 


Therefore, I suggest that there 
should be to all the per- 
sons in Europe who have been 
rendered homeless, reduced to 
non-existence by the inhuman pol- 
icies of governments, a Roose- 
velt bearing on its cover 
Roosevelt's portrait, his promise 
of the four freedoms, and valid 
without further visas for every 
civilized country in the world. 
By this, I mean every country 
affirms the fights of man 
as a human individual. That, in- 
cludes the United States, Britain 
and the commonwealths, the west- 
ern European states, the Latin 
American states. 
I then suggest that a non-inter- 
fund shall be set up 
for the purpose of issuing to hold- 
ers of these passports a loan of 
not more than $500, to be repaid 
within five years. And therewith

shall be allowed to go. 

There will be no more jobs for 
bureaucrats, card  cataloguers, 
committees, „organizations, no 
more continuing appropriations— 
no more problems at all. No one 
will have to be paid a salary to 
consider how to “place” the dis- 
placed. Each will place himself, 
just as you and 1 placed our- 
selves and all our ancestors placed 


themselves, They will go, find a 


country, a job, and become per- 
sons instead of problems. 


Astounding Suggestion. 


Yes, what 1 propose is aston- 
ishing. Imagine entertaining the 
idea that anyone under the con- 
trol of an institution should be 
decontrolled, or suggesting that a 
man’s body is his 
where he pleases! 

We would be moving away from 
„progress“ toward the time when 
there were no passports, and peo- 
ple went where they wished, to 
seek a job or admire the scenery, 


and if they didn't find a job or 
like the scenery, they picked up 


and went elsewhere. 


Quest for Opportunity. 


Dreadful to begin to return to 
such a dark age! For is it not 
the new ideal that everybody, 
eventually, should be placed“ in 
a work brigade, an area, a camp 
under boards to feed, police, and 
indoctrinate him? Do not people 
see that to be “placed” is only 
the other aspect of being dis- 
placed? And that at all times 
men place themselves, in the 


quest of opportunity, far more ef- 


ficiently than others can do? 
Neither UNRRA nor IRO has 
solved the problem. But each 
and every person constituting it 
could solve it for himself, It needs 
no catalogue and sheaves of pa- 
pers. Just one piece of paper, is- 
sued in the name of a fighter for 
freedom, bearing the proclama- 
tion: “Good for all freedom-lov-

Treatment 


Of Diabetics 
s Described

HERE are several types of in- 

sulin in use today. The old 

so-called regular insulin (the 
first type used) is still the main- 
stay of most diabetics who use 
insulin, « 


Protamine zinc insulin, which 
was introduced several years ago, 
has a much more prolonged effect 
than regular or unmodified insulin, 
It also takes longer to start to 
act (burn sugar). 


A somewhat newer type known 
as globin insulin acts more rapidly 
than protamine zinc insulin, and 
more slowly than the unmodified 
form. These slower acting insu- 
lins have the advantage of reduc- 
ing the number of hypodermic 
(skin) injections, In some cases a 
single daily injection of one of the 
slower acting types may be more 
effective than three injections of 
the unmodified regular insulin. 

Several forms of treatment pro- 
duce good results. In many cases 
a combination of the regular and 
the slow acting insulin assures a 
much better control throughout 
the 24-hour period. Some of these 
combinations succeed where either 
the regular or slow acting type of 
insulin fall when used alone, 
These combinations also usually 
make the patient more comfort- 
able and more willing to co- 
operate with the treatment, 


Question: Are cokes fattening?

A four-card combination may 
have from three to eight (except 
seven) fitting cards. Thus, only

If we hold the 
jack-nine of hearts and the two 
black tens we see that the ten of 
hearts will fit with either while 
the ten of diamonds will also fit 
the pair. Holding the nine-eight 
of hearts and the black tens we 
have one card that will fit the 
tens only, one duplicating card 
(the same ten of hearts) and one 
card that fits only the sequence. 

All of this brings us around to 
our next problem which is what 
to do when you have to split a 
combination.. This problem faces 
you not once but several times 
with most hands; and if you make 
the right decision or guess most 
of the time, you will beat anyone. 

Incidentally, in order to keep 
happy, I always consider that a 
good guess On my part is a deci- 
sion, but a bad decision has mere- 
ly been an unfortunate guess.

CHICAGO, Feb. 4. 

AESTRO ARTUR RODZIN- 

SKI today finds himself sbme- 

what in the same position as 
boxer “Jersey Joe” Walcott after 
his fight with Champion Joe 
Louis. He's lost the decision to 
the judges—in this case, the un- 
compromising trustees of the Chi- 
cago Orchestral Association—but 
he’s way out in front in the ring 
of public opinion, 

Much like the fight fans who 

stormed, “Walcott wuz robbed,” 
after Walcott lost the decision to 
Louis, hundreds of music lovers 
here have rallied around Rodzin- 
ski to protest angrily over his 
abrupt dismissal as conductor of 
the Chicago Symphony Orchestra, 
effective at the end of the current 
season, Defenders of the 53-year- 
old Polish-born dynamic and tem- 
peramental conductor have rushed 
into print with scores of letters 
and onto rostrums to cry 
“Shame” at the orchestral asso- 
ciation trustees. Veteran critic 
Ashton Stevens, for example, tele- 
graphed Rodzinski, “I used to 
think the Capone mob retarded 
civilization in Chicago, but the Or- 
chestra Hall boys have made Al 
and his gang look like Robin Hood 
and his merry men.” Claudia Cas- 
sidy, the Chicago Tribune's fiery 
critic who is one of the stanchest 
“seconds” in Rodzinski’s corner, 
remarked, “People are asking me, 
‘Why can’t we get rid of the 
board instead?’” 
The storn of protest has been 
rising steadily since Rodzinski’s 
dismissal exploded like a bomb- 
shell on the public several weeks 
ago. Letters are still pouring into 
the newspaper offices denouncing 
the board’s action. Many of the 
letter-writers are offering to sub- 
scribe to a fund to meet the $30,- 
000 deficit in the orchestra's budg- 
et, a deficit for which the trus- 
tees held Rodzinski responsible. 
One Polish group here has offered 
to meet the entire deficit if the 
conductor is retained, Rodzinski's 
followers haven't passed up an op- 
portunity to express their feelings 
on his dismissal and have packed 
Orchestral Hall for his concerts to 
give him tumultuous ovations. 
The sponsor of the orchestra's 
weekly radio program has decid- 
ed to set aside two minutes for 
“ovation time,” during the hour- 
long concerts because of interfer- 
ence with subsequent radio sched- 
ules. These ovations have devel- 
oped into demonstrations with the 
audience rising to its feet, shout- 
ing, stamping feet and here and 
there indecorous whistling. Sam 
Laderman, union leader who an- 
nually buys 50 seats for members 
of his organization and who also 
has become a fighting “second” 
in Rodzinski’s corner, went so far 
as to appeal to Mayor Martin H. 
Kennelly to “save Rodzinski.” 

The defense of Rodzinski reached 
the stage where only one step re- 
mained—organization. And this 
was achieved when. Walter B. 
Wolf, prominent lawyer here, an- 
nounced the formation of a citi- 
zens’ committee. Its purpose will 
be to issue statements from time 
to time refuting charges made 
against the conductor by the or- 
chestra trustees and ultimately to 
seek reconsideration of their de- 
cision, — 

Just how serious this volatile 
city regards Rodzinski’s dismissal 
may be judged by the front-page 
treatment accorded it by the Chi- 
cago Tribune, which referred to it 
as “a cultural disaster for the 
city.” The Tribune subordinated 
Truman and world affairs long 
enough to give the first announce- 
ment 5 the conductor’s firing an 
eight-column banner headline. It 
has followed that with column- 
long, front-page accounts of his 
supporters’ pleas, in addition to 
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6 Chicago Symphony Conductor's 
Followers Hope to Upset Board's: 
Action- He Was Also Storm Center 


in Previous Orchestra Positions 


Miss Cassidy’s sizzling, pointed re- 
marks about “Chicago’s bleak mu- 
sica] future,“ elsewhere in the pa- 
per. 

The indignation is based partly 
on enthusiasm for the fine musi- 
cal season Rodzinski has given 
what Miss Cassidy calls a “music- 
starved Chicago,” and partly on 
the gloomy prospects for the fu- 
ture. One member of the orches- 
tra told us, “Everyone here is say- 
ing to each other, ‘What’s going 
to happen to our music?’ They 
don't think too much of the fu- 
ture, since they are fearful that 
anyone of any stature will not 
want to come here. I frankly 
don't know who could follow Rod- 
zinski in here. They certainly 
will not be able to get anyone 


better.” 


A partial answer was given by 
Edward L. Ryerson, president o* 
the association and chairman of 
the board of Inland Steel Co. 
From Manila, where he had, gone 
to visit his son's grave, Rvyenson 
said they plan to bring guest con- 
ductors in .next season. He em- 
phasized that Chicago’s: music 
lovers will not suffer by Rodzin- 
ski’s absence. 


Ryerson’s statement was the 
first made by any member of the 
board since the issuance of the 
statement announcing Rodzin- 
ski’s dismissal. In this state- 
ment, the trustees said the dis- 
satisfaction with the fiery ¢on- 
ductor was based on the fact 
that he didn't conduct enough 
concerts, caused additional ex- 
pense by changing programs at 
the last minute, his determination 
to move the orchestra to the old 
Auditorium, which would cost 
about $500,000 to rehabilitate, and 
his insistence on a three-year con- 
tract, which was contrary to the 
policy of the association ever since 
it maintained a “handshake agree- 
ment” status from year to year 
with the late Frederick Stock, con- 
ductor here for 37 years. The 
trustees agreed with critics and 
music lovers that Rodzinski’s con- 
cert version of “Elektra” and his 
staging of “Tristan and Isolde” 
was the finest opera Chicago had 
heard in years, but declared, “they 
were too costly.”

orous Rodzinski, who has been 

quoted in the past as saying: 
“T love a fight,” he is silent. To all 
questioners he simply beams, “Vox 
populi, let the people speak. n- 
dismayed about the furore that 
has been created and seemingly 
unconcerned about his future, or 
the loss of the $50,000-a-year post, 
he keeps repeating, “I shall speak 
only through my music.”

He came to 
Chicago a year ago after resigning 
as conductor of the New York 
Philharmonic in a row with Ar- 
thur Judson, the manager of the 
Philharmonic and president of 
Columbia Concerts, Inc. At that 
time Rodzinski issued his famous 
“state of the orchestra” report, 
which consisted mostly of a tirade 
against Judson for trying to name 
guest conductors and soloists. His 
stay at the Philharmonic was also 
marked by his decision to fire 14 
members of the orchestra, even 
before he took over the director- 
ship, an act that involved the 
association in a long row with the 
musicians’ union. Before taking 
over the New York Philharmonic 
in 1943, Rodzinski had been in 
charge of the Cleveland Symphony 
for 10 years. During that decade 
he had been at odds frequently 
with his board, many of his mu- 
sicians disliked him and he and 
the business manager never spoke 
to each other. At one concert in 
Cleveland Rodzinski stopped the 
music to scold the audience. He 
was conductor of the Los Angeles 
Symphony for four years before 
moving to Cleveland and there it 
may be said the musician Rodzin- 
ski ran headlong into Mammon 
for the first time. The Los An- 
geles beard consistently protested 
to him that his musical ambitions 
were too costly, but they wound 
up paying the bill. 

Rodzinski’s temperament was 
such that he couldn’t get along 
very well with his benefactor, 
Leopold Stokowski, who discov- 
ered him in Warsaw in 1924 and 
brought him to this country to 
become assistant conductor of the 
Philadelphia orchestra, Their 
temperaments clashed frequently 
and finally Stokowski got Rod- 
zinski out of his hair, in a manner 
of speaking, by lining up the Los 
Angeles Symphony for him on the 
other side of the continent, 


But these difficulties and Rod- 
zinski’s unbridled temperament 
have in no way altered a universal 
regard for his musical talent— 
especially his organizing ability.

EADER’S inquiry: “I have 
R looked in my encyclopedia for 
something on the card game 
of ‘bridge’ and find a long 
description of how the game is 
played, but nothing of its origin 
or its name.’ 
The card game called “bridge” 
is a development of the older 
game, bridge-whist. 


this to be an English game, is that 
it seems to have originated in 
Russian whist. 

Bridge, or bridge-whist, turned 
up first in the clubs of Egypt and 
Turkey (that is, in Constanti- 
nople), in the 1860’s. From there 
it progressed to the French 
Mediterranean resorts and to 
Paris, and by the 90’s it was 
making ordinary whist an old- 
fashioned game in London. 

As to the name, “bridge,” this 
is still more the subject of con- 
jecture and guess-work. Many 
theories and tales have made the 
rounds as to its derivation and 
origin, none of them reliable or 
even logical enough to pass on 
to our readers. However, in ac- 
cordance with its Old English 
origin, and meaning “to reach 
over,” “to span,” and its many 
Combinations and adaptations in 
that sense, to bridge had usage 
among gamblers in the sense of 
bending a card, presumably so 
that the deck could be cut in a 
certain place. That might, just 
possibly, have had something to 
do with this name.

Arturoe 
Toscanini recognized his ex- 
traordinary gift for building an or- 
chestra by assigning him the task 
of forming the NBC orchestra, 
which Toscanini now. conducts. 
Virgil Thompson, distinguished 
music critic of the New York 
Herald-Tribune, in reviewing Rod- 
zinski’s career with the New York 
Philharmonic, said, “He did more 
in making the Philharmonic equal 
to other American orqhestras of 
comparable financial resources 
than any other conductor in our 
century has done.” 


And here in Chicago the critics 
are agreed he has built the sym- 
phony into a first-rate orchestra, 
after it had been in an admittedly 
run-down condition for four years 
under the baton of Desire Defauw. 
Chicagoans today are reminding 
themselves of what a successful 
marriage” it seemed to be when 
Rodzinski came here last Febru- 
ary and, while flanked by Ryer- 
son and other trustees, announced 
to the press, This is the happiest 
day of my life, For 21 years I 
have wanted to come to Chicago.” 

And then, while everyone grinned 
happily, he went on to tell of his 
plans to knit symphonic and op- 
eratic activities in Chicago — a 
development that now produces 
frowns among the same trustees, 
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that give results, 
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But Rodzinski’s supporters are 
hoping that history may repeat it- 
self with respect to their beloved 
maestro, They recall once, while 
in Cleveland, he and the violinists 
in his orchestra got into a row. 
He demanded they apologize to 
him; they demanded he apologize 
to them, The stalemate existed 
right up to concert time and no 
side showed signs of yielding, 
while the people were filing into 
their seats. Suddenly, Rodzinski, 
with magnanimous gesture, turned 
to the stern-faced violinists and 
said, “All right, I apologize. You 
apologize. What difference does 
it make. We are all musicians. 
Let’s make music together.” And 
they did, 

Will something of the sort hap- 
pen again? If it doesn’t, Rodzin- 
ski's last appearance as conductor 
of the orchestra will take place in 
St. Louis March 0 where he. is 
scheduled to direct the orchestra 
in the final concert of a tour now 
in progress,

If declarer had known the post- 
tion of the missing diamond hon- 
ors, he would have had easy going, 
but without knowledge on this 
point he chose to lead the heart 
jack for a finesse. West covered, 
and the king won, South then 
returned to his own hand with a 
heart to the ten-spot and finessed 
for the club queen. 

East, having taken the club 
trick, now had a marked spade 
shift, but if he had selected the 
wrong spade to lead, it would have 
been all over.
